able to speaX as scheduled and his 
address was read by the Right Rev. 
Monsignor M. J. Beady of Washing- 
ton.

while Lhe ancients had raised won- 
derful edifices and their sculptors 
had fashioned images that "seemed 
to tremble between very life and 
Immobility," It remained for Chris- 


| tianity to bring life to art and 
endow it "with heart and spirit," 


'Without condemning and Ignor- 


ing' the best fruits of pagan art, the 
church came to regard it as a won- 
derful 
cultural 
foundation 
upon 


which all Christian art might grad- 
ually be built," he sold. 


"A degenerated and demoralizing 


'musical' system is given a dlsgust- 


' ing christening as 'swing' and turned 
loose to gnaw away the moral fibre 
of our young people, We permit, 
if not freely indorse1 by our criminal 
indifference, 'jam sessions,' 'Jitter-

tier, of what appears to be the be- | 
Sinning of a better understanding 
between the administration and the 
utilities, and it offers a heaven-sent 
opportunity 
for 
face-saving 
all 


around.

tric Bond and Share, in his recent 
calm and conciliatory report to his 
stockholders, met the government

But we nre not, only privileged 
but Impelled to protect ourselves— 
if we have any sense. 


The German spy trial Is rcveallr.p j 


in our vulnerability to foreign es- j 
plonage. Any consideration of our 
lauer-day dependence on a bewild- 
erlnsly complex power system will 
be suTillarly revealing in our vulner- 
ability to sabotage, Modern wars are 
not only undeclared but they are 
fought with propaganda, subversion 
of the citizenry and sabotage as 
surely ts with planes or guns. It ap- 
pears to me to be a matter for great: 
rejoicing if we are no longer to hnve 
a house divided in our potentially 
marvelous and effective power sys- 
tem.

Marcus. 


Faces Murder Trial. 


Irwin comes up for trial a week 


from today. 
He will be specifically 


tried 
for 
the 
murder of Frank 


Byrnes, 35, although he has con- 
fessed he not only killed Byrnes but 
Veronica Gedeon and her mother, 
as well. 
The orgy of crime took 


place in the Gedeon apartment on 
Easter Sunday eve last year. 


He came to tlu Gedeon home that 


fatal 
night, quarreled with Mrs. 


Mary Gedeon. 54. and strangled her. 
He waited until "Ronnie" came 
hcme and strangled her. Then he 
went 
to a 
nearby 
room 
where 


Byrnes, the boarder, was sleeping 
and hacked him to death with an 
ice pick. 


Irwin had had "dates" with Ver- 


onica but. according t-o one of his 
three versions of the crime, he was 
in love with "'Ronnie's married sis- 
ter. Ethel Kudner. his intended vic- 
tim, 
He claimed he killed "Ronnie", 


her mother and Byrnes "by acci- 
dent" while waiting for Ethel. 


Gave Himself Up. 


After the crime Irwin disappeared 


and a naticn-wide hunt followed. 
When the trail became hot he sur- 


rendered to a Chicago 
newspaper 


and was brought back to New York. 
He engaged Samuel Leibowitz, noted 
criminal lawyer, as his counsel. 


The prosecution intends to intro- 


duce his three confessions— his story 
to the Chicago newspaper, the ver- 
sion he gave to detectives aboard 
the plane taking him back to New 
York and his final statement at for- 
mer District Attorney William C 
Dcdjre's office. 


The defense will claim he was in- 


! sane at the time of the crime and 
is insane now. 


Has iJcen Good Prisoner. 


Since his incarceration

Tombs, Irwin is said to have har- 
bore,d various illusions, one of which 
being he could make himself im- 
mune Irom death •'» th« electric 
chair.
